ORDERS 

New Delhi , the 30 th November 1974 

$, 0 . 681 (E), —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 5 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby directs— 

(a) that the powers conferred on it by sub-section (1) of section 3 of the said 
Act to make Orders to provide for the matter^ specified in clauses (d)* 
(e), (f) T (g), (h), (i), (ii) and (3) Of sub-section (2) thereof shall, in rela¬ 
tion to all essential commodities, other than foodstUlfs and fertilisers 
(whether inorganic, organic or mixed), be exercisable also by a State 
Government or, in relation to a Union territory, by the Administrator 
thereof, subject to the following conditions, namely: — 

(i) that the delegation of powers under clause (d) shall not extend to inter¬ 

state transport or distribution and the powers under that clause shall 
not be exercised so as to prejudicially affect such transport or distri¬ 
bution in pursuance of anv Order Issued by the Central Government; 

(ii) that all Orders under clause (f) shall require the prior concurrence of 

the Central Government; 

(iil) that no Order shall be Issued in pursuance of the powers hereby dele¬ 
gated if it is inconsistent with any Order issued by the Central 
Government under the said Act; 

(iv) that in making an Order relating to uny of the matters specified In 
clause (j), the Slate Government or, as the case may be, the ad¬ 
ministrator a Union territory shall authorise only an officer of 
Government; 
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(b) that the Order of the Government of India in the Ministry qf Commerce 
No. S.O. 1844 dated the I81h June. 1960 issued under section 5 of the 
said Act shall stand rescinded: 

Provided that, notwithstanding such rescission, any Order (hereinafter 
referred to as the said Order) made by a State Government or an 
administrator or any officer subordinate to that State Government or 
administrator in pursuance of the Order so rescinded and in force 
immediately before the commencement of this Order, shall be deemed 
to have been made In pursuance of this Order and under th e relevant 
provisions ol section 3 of the said Act, and shall continue In forc£ 
according to its tenon and accordingly any action taken or thing dond 
(including any appointment ntadfc, licence or permit granted or direc¬ 
tion issued) under the sa^d Order and in force immediately before .such 
commencement shall continue in force according tq its tenor until and 
unless it is superseded by any action taken or anything done under any 
other Order made in pursuance of this Order and under the relevant 
provisions of section 3 of the said Act.

S.O. 682(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sections 8 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby directs— 

(a) that the powers conferred on it by sub-section. (1) of section 3 of the said 
Act to make Orders to provide for the matterg specified in clause (c) 
of sub-section (2) thereof shall in relation to all essential commodities, 
other than foodstuffs and fertilisers (whether Inorganic, organic or 
mixed) be exersiable also by a State Government or, in relation to a 
Union territory, by the administrator thereof subject to the following 
conditions, namely; — 

(i) that where the price at which any essential commodity may be bought 
or sold is controlled by or under any other law for th etime being 
in force, no Order shall be made in pursuance of the powers hereby 
delegated; 

(li) that where the price is not so controlled, no Order shall he made in 
pursuance of the powers hereby delegated in respect of any essential 
commodity,— 

(A) if the whole-sale prices or retail prices, or both, of such commodity 

have been fixed by the manufacturers or producers thereof with 
the approval of Central Government, except on the basts of such 
prices; 

(B) ; in any other case, except with the prior concurrence of the Central 

Government; 

(ill) that no order shall be Issued in pursuance of the powers hereby dele- 
gated if it is inconsistent with any Order issued by the Central 
Government under the said Act;
